They Jay,ts there 
ay thing 10 be found relating to bis Divinity, 
it tbe fiji Christian Writers, Clemens, and the 
wit, —— worcb, in the §th place they conclude 
gas introduced into the Church from the Schools of 
Plato, when ibe Chriftians began to be infeéted 
vith bis vain Philvfopby, about the Time of the 
Nicene Council. if you pleafé to folve thefe diff- 
culties, 1 believe you may de fervice to Religion, 
and ob ive many oth-rs aswell as Yours, &c. 

Aife. We have rep'y'dto the former part 
of cic reftot thef Opjeétions, in Numb. 2. 
Astothe Jews. We proceed tothe 2d part 
Of it which relates to the Heathen. And 
tharthe Learned amongit ’em did believe a 
Trinity, and confequently a 2d Perfon, and 
hia Goa; fure,y tnere’s little need of prov- 
inv, when the fch Objection ts grounded up- 
on it, and it hes given occalion to one of the 
meit pautible pleas which the Adverfaries 
ot chis Do@rise produce againit 1 Nothing 
can give waar it has vor, and it the Chrittt 
ans Learnt the Trinity ftom the Platonifts, 
whichhowever we thail hereafter prove,they 
never did, they muti have had it to teach 
them. Rut we need not be oblig’d either to 
their Conceffons, or Oopétions, {ince it has al- 
ready been abundanciv provd by Learned 
Men, thatthe molt Ancient and Learned of 
the Heathens, of almott ail Secis. did owna 
Trinity, and if notcxa@ly in the fame man- 
ner withthe Orthodox. that has been accoun- 
ted for already in the tormer AZercury, 

1. | he moft Ancient Chaldaic and Perjtan 
Philofophers, the tollowers ot Zoroaster, did 
affercit. Adithras is call’d, fiodxot@,or Tre- 
ble,amongit ’em. Thi. Dronifius W itneffes of 
Muthrasy and Plutarch does the fame of Oro- 
wnifdesy (whence Cudworth concludes they 
were the fame Deity) turther affirming of 
Zoroafter, that he made a Three-fold di- 
firiburion of Things. And Proclus, from the 
Cb Lac traditional Theology, affirms. tha 
the whole World was compleated by Thre: 
Namely Pfyche, or the mundan Soul, Zusy 


or Jupiter,and the Demiurgus, or Maker of the 
World. 


2. A Trinity was alfo acnowledg’d in 
the Orpbaic Philofophy, which was famous 
leng before Anftotle ; and the Orpbean Hymans 
are quoted and condemned by Plato, Hiracli- 
tus, Tully, and feveral others. Which ap- 
pears, firft from that Hieroglyphic, whereitt 
he deicribes the Deicy in fucl a manner,thae 
his Pazan Interpreters did thereby under- 
ftand Three Principles. 1s. An Incorporeal 
Miad, or Jupiter, the fupreme Father. 2; 
Hercuies, or his Son. 3, Nature, or the Spirit, 
or Sou! of the World: Again Suidas fays of 
him, that he afcribes Three Names, Life, 
Counfel, and Light, to the Maker of all 
things ; Which in Proclus are call’d, Phanes, 
Uranus, and Chronus, trom the fame Orpheus. 
Damafcie {ays the fame, that Orpheus intro- 
duc’d, sioepov @ew, a Triform God: And Ti- 
motheus the Chronographer affirms the fame 
with Suidas before, as Cedrenus affures us. 

3. The fame feems to be afferted in the 
Genuine Egyptian Philofopby,as we have it from 
Heathens themf{elves, and not only from Cbri- 
fttans, Cheremon in Porphyry telling us,chat they 
held thefe three Principles, A¢ind, Reafonjand 
Nature: Many other Inftances of the like 
kind we might produce ous of the Hermaic 
Writings, which we at prefent omit, becaufe 
of the Objections which Cafaubon and others 
raife againti them ; cho their chiet prejudice 
iseafily anfwerd, The Noticns in ‘em, fay 
they, are purely /latonical, and therefore No~ 
xel,and not Genuine; butchis is by no means a 
jatt conlrquence,tor both Plato and Pythagoras, 
as is notorioufly knowr, had molt of their 
Xeafunings of this Nature from the Egypri- 
ans: Nay, /ato borrows at 2d hand too,and 


had many of his from Pythagoras. But of 
this More hereatter. 
q- Pytha,oras helda Trinity The Atixas, 


the Nous, and the /fche. Plutarch tells us, 
that he call'd theFirft Hypoflatis, r. &:and mivec, 
and mr “Ayad., And indeed. if Pythagoras 
held the fame UcAtrines wirh Orpheusy as tis 
evident for che moft part he did, he mnft al- 
fo own a Trtatty. 

Parmondes alto, if we may believe Plate con: 
cerning dim held and taught the fame,thoas 
fome of the others, not in the fame manner 
with he Chriftians, afterwards, for che Hea 
thers we think, did generally believe Three 
fulordinate Unities., The v0 wav 3 Gy TOM 
aid €y wot aohAc 3 one-All one-many 3 and one- 
4nd many. 


5. As for Plato, we fuppofe he'll be Gives 
us. For none can deny his, 10 ty, his Novy: 
or AMAIXE iC, and his buxH. O; that he calls 
the firft Hypoftafis the Father, the fecond, the 
Logos, Word, or Realon, or Counfel (ag 
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Orpheus before him) and afferts him the 
Maker ot the “orld. 


6. Plutarch, the moft Learned of the Pagan 
Authors, and belt versd ia their Myttic 


Thevlogy, as well Egyptian as more Mo- | 


dern, hes feveral Pafages which look the 
{ame way, ascannot but be obferv’d by any 
who carefully read him: Particularly, we 
tock Notice of that which Dr. Cudworth 
mentions, concerning 7 befpefius Solenfis, who 
reviving from a long Extaly, affirm’d, that 
while he layin that condition be faw Tarce 
Gods, in the Form of a Triangle ; pouring fireams 
into one another, And this P/utarch mentions, 
as not himfelf disbeltev:ne it. And what fol- 
lows; Of Orpheus his Soul, going fo far as 
this Triangle plainly refers, to his Dotrine 
of the Trmity already mention d, 


7. Let anyone read Julian the Apoftates 
Works, efvecialiv-his oration de matre Deo 
rum, and they'll find it not a Trinity cxpretly, 
yet a Father and Son; to which moit of ‘em 
add, atter the Platonifh and Pyrhagoreans, a 3d 
Principle, or Soul of the World. Tho this 
Ancient Divine tradition miferably de- 
-form’d with their Novel,?oetical, or Phyti- 
ological Fables. For Example, what they 
found in the Ancient Oracles, or Philofo 
phers concerning the Father, or Fountain of all 
thingsthey numerically attribute to & cir ju- 
piter: Whatto the Son,» Hercules 5 or tothe 
Sun in the Firanameat, which tome of ’em 
reckon’d the Body ot the Demiargus, or Make 
of the World: What to the Spirit, they to 
Pallas, or it may be to Jjisy or Cybele; which 
fometimes they make the Mother of the 
Gods, fometimes the Daughter ot Jupiter yas 
they aifo made the Legos, or Evas. fon euumes 
the First, fometimes the Laff of their Deities : 


Nor can we teli how to think, that fom. iurange 
Paflages which we read in Epictetus oud others, 
concerning the Sox of God,and which we wouvt not 
others allo have oblerv‘d, were Gorvewd trom the 
Chriftians, as has been the Cpinicn of fome Lear- 
ned Men, becaufe ‘tis hardiy probable the Phiofo- 
phers would be beholden for chefe things, to chofe 
whom they fo much defptie, and fo mortally per- 
fecuted ‘and hated; whence it appears to us more 
probable, that chey hac em from the Ancient 47- 


cana of their own Writers. And we coud prove

fome Foottieps of a Zyiarty aiicand particularly oF 
Joa the Sum in feveral other N.tiens,who have had 


no converfe wich the Learned VVioid. But fhall 
only inftance et prefence in the Inhabitants of Cej- 
fon, who, as Kvox tells us, in hs Account of their 
Divinity, atter che flupreme Goa, {tired in their 
anecuage, ojfa-pclla-maupt, the Origa’ ai.d Go- 
werng i of all rungs, do beheve a second God, 
whom they call Buddow, to whom the falvation of 
Bouts beloncs. But we hope this will fathee, and 
we may re{e this part of the Argument bere, 
tilwe {ee what we have advancd, tairtly An- 
Cwertd. and if we have in our Aniwer to the ky 
cond Branch of the frit Objection, prov‘d more 
then we undertook, Namely, that the Trinity rt 
feif, as well as the Divinity of a Son ot God, was 
in great meafure known to the Learned Heathen 
WVorld, we hope, none wul be angry with us, for 
giving over-meajwre, aud being Gerrer the our
